Dr. Webster telephoned his find- 
ing to Coroner C: E. Mayfield of La 
Porte county, Indiana, last night. 

“The traces found are too slight to 
provide any basis of conclusion, how- 
ever,’’ Dr. Webster said.. ‘‘ The salt of 
oxalic acid may be p nt in the body 
normally, and these traces were net! 
more than might. be found under nor- | 
mal conditions.’’ Dr. Webster said he 
would not complete his analysis of the 
child’s organs for several days. 

Dr. Frank R. Warren, who is at- 
tending William Sims, uncle of Rich- 
ard Boyle and his sister, Orvilla, 2 
years old, who died nearly a month 
ago, expréssed a strong belief that all 
Twere victims of a poison. Sims is in 
a serious condition. 

Oxalic acid is quickly eliminated

Only two projects of the thirty-one 
met with any opposition in the coun- 


cil. These were the initial bond issues 
to start the Avondale highway and to 
widen Madison street. Twelve votes 
were cast against the former and 
three against the latter. 

Three northwest side aldermen, Max 
Adamowski [38th], Frank Ringa 
[39th], and John A. Chapman [40th], 
turned against the Avondale project. 
Previously they supported it warmly. 
They said they had believed the final 
total cost, $60,000,000, was to be paid 
for by bond issue without special as- 
sessmments. Taxpayers in their wards, 
they declared, could not bear the as- 
sessment burden. 

“Only two sections are going to 
ben¢fit—the loop and Lake county,” 
asserted Chapman.  “ We will have a 
(hinese wall through our wards on 
which the motorists will speed by, but 
we pay for it.” 


Clark Defends Highway. 

Ald. John Clark [30th], pointed out 
that it will be the duty of the court 
to decide what the special assessment 
vill be and if it is spread unjustly 
“the remedy will lie in the courts. The 
north siders, he averred, ‘want some- 
thing for nothing.” No street was 
ever improved without special assess- 
ments, he said. Ald. Joseph McDon- 
ough [13th] surmised that after all 
of their previous oratory, painting the 
glories of Avondale, the backsliding of 
the three northwest councilmen would 
not be very popular with their con- 
stituents. 

“Well, I think we're just giving 
this first $5,000,000 to Marshall Field 
& Co.,” said Ald, John Toman [23rd]. 
“It is going to benefit their ware- 
house at Wells street and the river, 
and nobody else.” 

Voting against putting the Avondale 
project through were Ald. Guy Guern- 
sey [6th], Sheldon Govier [9th], D. S. 
McKinlay [19th], Joseph Cepak [22d], 
John Toman [23rd], 
[32nd], Joseph Petlak [33rd], George 
Self [35th], Wiley Mills [37th], Max 
Adamowski [38th], Frank  Ringa 
[39th], and John Chapman [40th]. 
There were 29 votes for it. 


Hot Madison Street Debate. 


Although the opposimg votes were 
fewer, the debate on Madison street 
flamed much hotter. This was the pet 
project imserted by Mayor Thempson 
‘to fulfill a campaign pledge over the 
protest of James Simpson, chairman 
of the Chicago Plan commission. Mr. 
Simpson aequiesed to avoid upsetting 
the whole program. In the discussion. 
he was repeatedly criticized for thus 
‘selling out.” 

“ Nobody wants Madison street wid- 
ened except those who put it on,” 
Geclared Ald. McKinley. ‘“‘ This is the 
only white elephant in the lot and I 
doubt if it will stand up at the polls. 
“So estimates have been made on its 
costs." Ald. Guernsey added that the 
thought of cutting off business build- 
ing fronts when Monroe or Congress, 
both residence thoroughfares, are 
available, is “a dream and an ab- 
surdity.”” Members of the council, he 
predicted, will regret their action. 

There was no defense of the Madi- 
Son street project worthy of mention. 
The mayor's floor leaders Passed the 
word around that it must go on and 
it went on. Voting “no” were Ald. 
Ciuernsey, McKinlay, and John J. 
Hoellen [47th]. 


Mayor Avoids Wrangling. 

_Upsetting predictions, the mayor 
did not attempt to strike out the 
neighborhood Subways, street open- 
ings, and departmental] 
by the finance committee on top of 
the program agreed upon by Mr.

GEORGIA ELECTS 
CATHOLIC, JEW, 
AND A YANKEE 


Form Al Smith Club in 
McAdoo’s Home Town. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS.

Macon, Ga., March 11.—/[Special.}— 
Evidences of a growing tolerance in 
Georgia are pointed to by politicians 
when they try to estimate the extent 
of the hangover of the Smith-McAdoo 
feud at the Madison Square Garden 
convention four years ago. A fight 
against the Ku Klux Klan and re 
ligious intolerance, led by fighting 
newspapers like the Macon Telegraph 


' and the Columbus Enquirer-Sun, ap- 


pears to be producing results. Here 
are a few recent signs: 

1. In rural Georgia in Chariton 
county last week in the Démocratic 
primary a woman ran for tax collec- 
tor; she was a woman born and reared 
in the north and in addition was a 
Catholic, but despite these three sup- 
posed handicaps—a woman, Yankee, 
Catholic—she led the entire ticket and 
polled more votes than any other can- 
didate with opposition in the primdPy. 
Not only this but she defeated a pop- 
ular man who is a native of the 
county. 7 

Macon Jew Leads Ticket. 

2. In Macon, in the recent election, 
a Jew ran highest and becomes chair- 
man of the county commission. 

3. A few months ago A. Jesup, an 
enforcement officer, was.sentenced for 


_ life for a liquor murder. 


4. Georgia has not had a lynching 
since 1926, when eighteen men were 
convicted for lynching a white man. 
No tynchings in 1927 and none so far 
this year, the first time since the civil 
war. 

5. In northern Georgia last year a 
school: superintendent was convicted 
in a flogging case. 3

6. In Macon an Irish Catholic is 
commander of the American Legion, 
a position which down here carries 
great social distinction.

a financial protectorate over Haiti. 
He proposed to Haiti a treaty pro- 
viding for the collection of Haitian 
customs and other revenues by an 
American receiver under the lines of 
the receivership Theodore Roosevelt 
had established in the Dominican re- 
public, which shares with Haiti the 
island of Santo Domingo. Haiti, how- 


-} ever, rejected these overtures. 


U. 8. Bank Takes Charge. 
Intervention by France in Haiti had 
been threatened as a result of disputes 
between the Haitian government and 
French owned National’ Bank of 
Haiti. To remove the possible cause 
of such an infringement of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, Mr. Bryan suggested to 
the National City Bank of New York 
that it purchase control of the Na- 
tional] Bank of Haiti from the French. 
The New York bank acquiesced and 
embarked upon a profitable enterprise 
in the banking of Haitian government 
funds and in refinancing the govern- 

ment set up by the Wnited States. 
While Mr. Bryan was endeavoring 
\to arrange the financial protectorate 
one of the transient revolutionary gov- 
ernments attempted to seize the gov- 
ernment balance in the National Bank. 
of Haiti, which appealed to the Wil- 
son administration for aid. Secretary 
of the Navy Josephus Daniels dis- 
patched,a cruiser to Port au Prince, 
American marines went ashore and 
guarded the transfer of $500,000 from 
the bank to the warship, which carried 
the funds to New York and deposited 

them in the National City bank.

The Haitian executive accepted the 
treaty, but the assembly opposed it. 
Ratification by Haiti was accomplished 
only after a delay of several months 
and not wuhtil Secretary Daniels had 
served notice that unless the treaty 
was accepted the Urited States would 
occupy Haiti completely and indefi- 
nitely. 

Under the terms of the treaty the 
United Statestassumed direction of 
finences, of Haitian public works, agri- 
culture, police, sanitation, and health. 
The pact was to have terminated in 
1926, but under the renewal provision 
it was extended ten years. 

In 1917 Haiti was presented with a 
new constitution by the Wilson ad- 
ministration. It is said to have been 
written by Franklin D. Roosevelt, as- 
sistant secretary of the navy. The 
Haitian national assembly refused to 
accept it on a number of grounds, 
among them being the provision au- 
thorizing foreigners to acquire real 
property. Thereupon the American 
marines dissolved the national assem-. 
bly and locked up its meeting place. 
The constitution was submitted to a 
plebiscite, which, in view of the 95 
per cent illiteracy of the people, was 
farcical. It was adopted, 98,294 to 769.

Merger Expected to Aid 


Coal Industry Here. 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 


The ordered decrease in coal freight 
rates from Indiana and Illinois mines 
to Chicago and the proposed merger 
ef the coal properties of the Insull 
interests with the Peabody Coal com. 
pany have caused some comment, al- 
though there is no surface indication 
ef any connection between them. An- 
pouncement of the two events ap 

- parently just happened to be published 
one day after the other. 

While the decreed reduction of » 
gents a ton on coal freight rates will 
be a little aid to the slumping in- 
dustry, coal men asserted yesterday 
that it is insufficlent to return coal 
mining in Illinois and Indiana to its 
former normal vitality, 

Eastern coal fields in 1918 shipped 
about 6,500,000 tons of fuel to Chicago, 
which the Illinois commerce commis- 
gion Says is the largest coal market in 
the country. In 1925 the east sold 
about 15,500,000 tons in Chicago, and 
approximately the same amount in 
1926. 

Supply from Illinois Drops. 

Miinois in 1918 supplied Chicago with 
16,000,000 tons, in 1925 with a little 
less than 11,000,000, and in 1926 with 
a trie more than 10,000,000 tons. In- 
diana in 1918 shipped metropolitan 
Chicago 5,500,000 tons and itn 1925 only 
$500,000 tons. In the period LDlinois 
and Indiana mines lost 8,000,000 tons 
of Chicago's trade, while the east 
gained 9,000,000 tons. 

To correct that situation the Minois 
Coal Traffic bureau appealed on Sept. 
§, 1925, to the interstate, the Indiana 
and the Illinois commerce commissions 
for a reduction in freight rates. The 
bureau presented evidence at a joint 
hearing of the commissions to show 
that the business of the mine owners 
had been “seriously interfered with 
and retarded with proximate economic 
depression and threatened destruction 
of the coal industry in Illinois and 
Indiana.” 

The interstate commerce commis- 
sion on last Oct. 20 ordered a decrease 
of five cents a ton to Chicago from 
both the BrazilClinton areas and the 
Linton-Sullivan territory in Indiana. 
That knocked down the rate from the 
area from $1.60 a ton to $1.55, and 
from the other from $1.70 to $1.65. The 
Indiana state commission has not yet 
given a decision, although it is said 
that it can further reduce the rate on 
intrastate shipments. 

The lllinois commission entered its 
decree On Feb. 29, to be effective 45 
days thereafter. The railroads may 
contest it either by asking a rehearing 
@ by an appeal to the courts. The 
emmission determined that the coal 
fright rate to Chicago from southern 
Dinois. shall be decreased from $1,95 
aton to $1.90; from the Springfield dis- 
trict, from $1.65 to $1.60; from Du-

Merger Inspires Hope. 

Those who frequently seek profits 
from stock exchange transactions hope 
Insull will rearrange the coal] trade so 
that Lllinois and Indiana will again sup- 
ply more than 55 per cent of Chicago’s 
coal, because of his leadership in pub- 
lic utility’ management. Their hope 
lies in the negotiations by which it is 
proposed ~to merge the Insull coal 
properties with the Peabody Coal com- 
pany, which has heretofore been 
ranked as the third largest in ths 
nation. 

The plan of merger has not been 
made public. - Reports are that it will 
‘be presented to the Peabody stockhold- 
@s for acceptance on March 26. It is 
known, however, that it is proposed to 
merge fourteen Insul] coal properties, 
now controlled by the Commonwealth 
Edison company, Peoples Gas Light 
and Coke company, and other Insull 
utilities. 

The Peabody company {fs credited 
with operating 42 mines in Illinois, In- 
diana, Kentucky, Pennsylvania, Okla- 
homa, and Wyoming.

Publication of rumors that the state 
highway department contemplated 
awarding a contract for three sections 
of highway construction on route 121 
in Douglas and Edgar counties at a 
figure approximately $300,000 higher 

the lowest bid received evidently 
has had a confusing effect upon the 
department. 

Inquiry at the state division of high- 
ways at Springfield yesterday as to 
the stat.« of the project was met with 
pleas of ignorance from office em 
ployés. So far as the records of the 
office show, they said, the contract 
bas not yet been awarded. 

It was stated that C. R. Miller, di- 
rector of public works, and Frank T. 
Sheets, chief highway engineer, who 
have the matter in their hands, were 
still en tour with Gov. Small, helping 
the candidate “preach the gospel of 
hard roads” at downstate points. 

Telegram Made Public. 

A copy of what purported to be a 

telegram from Mr. Sheets to Alan J. 
Parish of Paris, IJl., was made public 
in Paris during the week. The mes- 
sage contained the following informa- 
tion: 
“Contract for route 121, sections 
147, 148, and 149, being awarded to 
you on brick basis, subject to certain 
right of way conditions. Letter fol- 
lews. FRANK T. SHEETs.”’ 

An effort to obtain from Mr. Parish 
an inspection of the letter referred to 
im the supposed telegram was unsuc- 
cessful. 

“All I know of the situation is con- 
tained in the telegram,”’ Mr. Parish 
informed the correspondent at Paris

Rogers Park is to have another im- 
posing building in the “ Mayflower 
apartments,” which are being erected 
at the southwest corner of Morse and 
Greenview avenues.

Now to tell about the banking quar 
ters. As already announced in thest 
columns the Foreman banks have 
leased space on the first four floors oj 
the Conway building, across the aliey 
to the east, in the part west of the 
Conway rotunda. This space will be 
linked with the new Foreman build- 
ing by a four story building to be erect- 
ed in the lot between the Conway and 
the present Chamber of Commerce 
building. . 

This will give the bank an entrance 
from Clark street through the Conway 
rotunda. The bank’s lobby will be 
thirty-five feet wide. 

The main entrance will be on La 
Salle street in the center of the new 
building and will consist of a doorway 
20x40 with bronze decorations. Within 
the immediate entrance there'll be an 
ornamental’ staircase to the second 
floor where the banking room of the 
Foreman National bank will be located. 


Outstanding Banking Room. 
This room will be 167 feet long, fifty- 
four feet wide and thirty-six feet high, 
free of all columns and posts. This 
means it will be one of the outstanding 
banking rooms of the nation. 

The entire first floor will be occupied 
by the Foreman Trust and Savings 
bank.* There'll be two basements in 
which the safety deposit vaults will be 
located. Their initial capacity will be 
25,000 boxes, with room for expansion. 

The directors’ and officers’ meeting 
rooms will be on the thirty-seventh 
and thirty-eighth floors. The main of- 
fice building above the bank quarters 
will consist of eighteen floors, having 
a rentable area of 12,000 square feet 
per floor and thirteen floors in the 
tower, each floor with 3,800 square feet 
of space. There'll be ten elevators. 


Says Bank Enters New Era. 

Here’s the comment of one of the 
bank officials regarding the proposed 
move: “One of Chicago's oldest banks 
enters a new era of development with 
the beginning of the new Foreman Na- 
'tional Bank building. Without the aid 
of consolidation the Foreman banks 
have grown to be one of the 
in Chicago, having over $100,000,000 
in resources.

Show Where Consumer’s 


Dollar Goes. 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


CTUAL records kept on two mil- 
lion cattle in Packingtown last 
year reveal some interesting fig- 
ures on how the consumer's dol- 

lar is divided up among the various 
agencies that produce, process, and 
market the nation’s beef supply. This 
great herd, when alive, weighed nearly 
two billion pounds, and when killed 
and the carcasses were hung on the 
hook there was enough beef to feed 
six cities the size of Chicago with its

which to pay his production costs. 


The packer sold the beef carcasses 


to butchers for $156,200,000 and the by- 
products brought the packer $29,560,- 
000. His *expenses amounted to $26,- 


000,000, leaving the packer a profit of 


$1,900,000. 
Profits Shown. 
Butchers cut up the carcasses and 


collected from the consumers $204,- 
620,000. When the retail butchers had 
paid for their beef and $41,400,000 for 
expenses they had left a profit of 
$7,020,000. It is assumed that the 
butcher sold the entire carcass, every- 
thing from soup bones to Porterhouse 
steaks for an avérage price of about 
19.6 cents a pound. This average 
price is based on facts concerning 
retail expenses and profits revealed 
in studies made in recent years by 
federal government men who visited 
many retail meat markets of various 
kinds in cities throughout the United 
States. 

This average price of 19.6 cents may 

seem low to many consumcrs who buy 
at high gra@@e butcher shops. The gov- 
. @rmment’s studies used as a basis for 
deciding upon this price were made in 
@ great variety of meat markets, in- 
cluding “carry stores,” “limited de- 
livery stores,” and “ unlimited delivery 
stores.” ‘ 
Charges En Route. 

If a farmer from an average ship- 
ping point in lowa had followed one 
of the steers through to the market, 
across Packingtown, and then watched 
the butcher cut it up and hand it to 
the consumers he would find the fol- 
lowing costs tacked on along the way: 
The railroad company collected $3.40 
for freight. The commission man took 
90 cents, and the stockyard company 
received 35 cents for the use of the 
pen where the steer waited to be 
sold and another 35 cents for feed. 
That is a total of $5 to get the steer 
from the farmer’s loading station to 
the packing house door. 

The packer paid $78.93 for the steer 
which averaged 966 pounds, yielding 
620-pounds of dressed beef. It cost the 
packer $13 to handle the steer and sell 
the beef carcass to the retail butcher 
and pass the by-products on in to their 
various channéls. For the beef the 
packer got $78.10 and for the by- 
products $14.78. After paying the 
farmer for the steer and his expenses 
in handling the animal the packer had 

left 95 cents. | 


All Along the Line. 


The retail butcher took the beef 
carcass, cut it up, and sold it to the 
congumer for $102.31. The butcher's 
expenses amounted to $20.70, leaving 
him a net profit of $3.51 after he had 
paid the packer $78.10. 

By back tracking the steer from 
the city man’s table to the farm it is 
found that out of the consumer’s dollar 
the butcher got about 23% cents, the 
packer 13% cents, and the farmer 
62% cents, but each one had expenses 
to pay out of his share. From the 
money he got for the dollar’s worth 
of meat the butcher paid out 20% 
cents and had left a net profit of 3% 
cents. The packer likewise had to 
pay out 12% cents, and had left slight- 
ly lees than 1 cent as his net share of 
the consumer's dollar. And the farm- 
er, too, had costs to bear, so that 
when he had paid out 4 cents of his 
share of the city man’s dollar for mar- 
keting costs on the beef content of the 
lige animal he had left 58% cents for 

feed, labor, and other costs of pro, 
duction. | 

According to the federal govern- 
ment’s report, fourteen million cattle 
were slaughtered in this country in 
1927, yielding a total of nearly seven 
billion pounds of beef. 

Experts of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture say that their 
careful study. of available data “ indi- 
cates that scarcely more than 26 per 
cent of ail steer beef on the markets 
ranks above the medium grade. About

CONSUMER PAYS THE BUTCHER $102.31 


WHAT THE CONSUMER PAID THE BUTCHER— 
When the retail butcher cut up the carcass into steaks, roasts, 
and soup bones, he was paid by the consumer $102.31. Out of 
this he paid $78.10 for the beef and had an expense of $20.70. 
The butcher made a profit of $351. The retail figures, com- 
puted from government estimates, are based on the assumption 
that the consumer paid an average of 19.6 cents a pound for the 


choice grade, twenty-two per cent in 
the good grade, fifty-three per cent in 


the medium grade, seventeen per cent 
in the commen grade, and three and 
one-half per cent in the cutter and 
canner grades.”’ 
Bought Up by Hotels. 

There is a comparatively smal] 
amount of the exceptionally high 
grade heavy beef produced. Only the 
occasiona] retail butcher shop handles 
it. Much of it gves to the high 
class clubs and restaurants. Seven- 
teen and eighteen dollar steers usually 
are bought by the best clubs and 


hotels where tender, juicy steaks and 
roasts are in demand. Fancy steaks 
from such steers are costly because 
there are only a few pounds of them 
in a carcass. 

For example, a steer was sold dur- 
ing the high cattle prices. before 
Christmas at $17.75 a hundred. He 
weighed 1,400 pounds and yielded 896 
pounds of beef. The farmer got 
$248.50 for the steer. The packer got 
$232.95 for the beef carcass (this does 
not include the by-products). 

Jack Hill, manager of the Saddle 
and Sirloin club at the Union Stock- 
yards, bought what Packingtown 
terms the “sets,” which consists of 
the loins and rib roasts. The “sets” 
weighed 224 pounds and sold to Mr. 
Hill at wholesale price for 50 cents a 
pound, or $112. In the club’s kitchen 
Mr. Hill had the high grade steaks cut 
out and found that he had 26 pounds 
of sirloin steak and 12 pounds of ten- 
derloin steak. According to his calcu- 
lations the 38 pounds of sirloin and 
tenderloin steaks together cost him at 
the rate of $1.46% cents a pound.

J, P. Morgan, the elder, was a na- 
tional financial leader in a latter era, 
when our railroads and the industrial 
evolution which followed the civil war 
bad created a powerful plutocracy, the 
claws of which were clipped in the 
Roosevelt epoch. 


Helps Birth of New Age. 


P. Morgan, however, was a banker for 
a limited class of rich men and great 
corporations. Strangely enough the elder 
Morgan, himself the climax of the age 
of financial and stock market giants, 
by his organization of the steel corpo- 
ration and other great industrial units, 
helped to pave the way for men like 
Giannini, who are the captains in 


this age of popularized department store.

Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha, the prin- 
cipal subsidiary of the North Western. 

The report stated that the invest- 
ment of the Chicago and Northwestern 
in road and equipment, including land, 
was shown on the company’s books as 
$388,671,654, and that with readjust- 
ments made in conformity with the 
commission’s accounting classification 
would be increased to $436,460,609.

“Before he landed he 
emptied his machine gun 
into a column of our in- 
fantry, and then, when on 
the ground, deliberately 
Meered his plane into a 
tree and smashed it.

On Sept. 11 Guynemer, in the midst of a terrific 
air duel, went down between the blazing lines near 
Poelcappelle. The Germans recovered his body and 
placed it in a dugout, which was later destroyed 
by artillery fire. The remains were never found. 

Richthofen spent the first week of October in 
Berlin. His appearance anywhere in uniform was 
the signal for cheers and 
gathering crowds. His 
replies to these outbursts 
were boyishly clumsy.

He cov- 
ered most of the forest by sleigh and 
succeeded in bringing down another 
trophy for the walls of his bedroom. 

“Lothar accompanied him, and with 
the younger Richthofen the craving 
to hunt and to kill seemed no less 
than that of his more famous brother, 
once he had smelled the wildness of 
the forest and felt himself in pursuit 
of game.

N the front the situation in the 
air was changing. Russia’s col- 
lapse had not only released Ger- 

man armies but also German air 
squadrons for duty in the west, where 
now, if ever, the central powers would 
have to force a decision before the 
arrival of America’s full strength on 
the fighting line. 

The British had profited by the 
costly lesson of April, 1917. Their 
terrific losses in the air had caused 
much inquiry and public questioning. 

Then the entire air service was re- 
organized by a fusion of the Royal 
Flying corps with the separate Royal 


tion, called the Royal Air force, was 
placed under the authority of a spe- 
cial secretary of state whose status 
was equal to that of the political 
heads of the.army and the navy de- 
partments. 

To replace airplane mechanics who 
had been promoted to service in the 
air, English girls went into the grease 
and oil of the hangars and worked 
long hours in repairing the planes. 

At the same time big improvements 
were made in the anti-aircraft artil- 
lery and ground defenses. 

The effect of these attentions began 
to show in the hopes and smiles of 
English fighting pilots and also regis- 

: tered in the number of victories 
which these flyers were able to chalk up against the 
Germans. | 

At the beginning of ‘the year the British were 
equipped with Sopwith Camels or 8. E. 5's that 
could ‘reach an altitude of 15,000 feet, and could do 
117. miles an hour at that height. There were Spads 


and Nieuports that could better this speed. The 


Camel, upon improvement, developed into a type 
called the Dolphin. 
the Snipe, which was still faster. 


As the fighting reached higher altitudes, the use — 


of oxygen tanks became necessary. | 

The Germans were using mastly the Fokker scou 
and triplane. Fokker and Junker monoplanes with 
220 horse power motors developed a speed of 150 
miles:an hour, later in the year. The Albatross 
and Halberstadter models were considered the best 
fighting planes. 

In spite of the best efforts of their engineering 
and efficiency experts and combat leaders, German 
losses'in the air increased throughout the spring. 
On March 8 and 9 forty-four German planes were 
shot down. On March 24 forty-five were destroyed 
and twenty-two driven down, as agdinst ten British 
planes. 

The English records ¢laim 372 German planes 
destroyed and 205 driven down in March, 1918. In 


_ April--the month of Richthofen’s death—172 enemy 


machines were destroyed and seventy-five driven 
down out of control. 

The struggle in the air was inclining to the side 
of the allies, Manfred knew that the chances of 
death were piling up against him. 

Toward the end of February and during the first 
days of March aerial activity increased as the open- 
ing day of the great German offensive of 1918 ap- 


' proached. Lothar came to the front and rejoined 


his brother’s squadron. | 

‘On March 12 Manfred shot down his next Eng- 
lish plane and captured its two occupants, one of 
whom he had wounded in the air. The prisoners 
were Second Lieutenant L. C. F. Clutterbuck, a 
pilot of the 62d Squadron, and his observer and 
gunner, Second Lieutenant H. J. Sparks, M. C. 

The German ace never knew the names of these 
two prisoners, and neither Clutterbuck nor Sparks 
was aware that their captor was Richthofen until 
the recent unearthing of the flying uhlan’s report, 
which carried the number of the fallen English 
plane. | 

Clutterbuck, who lives today in London, prepared 
the following account of his last fight in the aur: 

“ It’s nine years since the greatest incident in my, 
life happened. It ended my career as a flying 
officer. 


“Until I saw the copy of Richthofen’s own report: 


I believed that I had been brought down by one 
of Richthofen’s celebrated circus, and had no idea 
that it was the baron himself whom I had tried to 
down and who succeeded in downing me and badly 
wounding my observer. 

“ Every detail of the scrap is as fresh in my mind 
as though it happened yesterday, but I can’t begin 


telling it without paying my little tribute to Baron 


von Richthofen and the men who composed what 
was known as his circus. . 

“ The squadron to which I belonged was equipped 
with the latest type of Bristol Fighters. : 

“The day before I was brought down, the squad- 
ron had aceounted for, and had confirmed, fourteen 
machines of the circus, and we had lost no machines, 
nor had we had any casualties. 

“The fatal day for me, we set out nine strong. 


- After being over the lines for two hours at a height 
.of 18,000 feet, we had not commenced operations, 
although the Germans had a decoy in the shape of —

a two seater hovering below us. But the air had 
been rapidly filling with machines for some time. 

“ My great friend, Lieut. G. Gibbons, was flying on. 
my left, and suddenly I saw him go down as though 
to attack the large two seater. I followed him, and 
my observer, Lieut. Sparks, M. C., as usual, tested 
his gun. Curiously enough, one empty cartridge case 
flew into mv cockpit and lodged between the tank 
and the joy-stick. 

“ My friend, in the meantime, pulled out of the 
dive and climbed up again, while I continued to lose 
height until I managed to poke the cartridge case 
aside. By that time my formation was some 3,900 
feet above me and a long way off. | 

“ A few minutes later the three machines that had 


- been in our vicinity for some time attacked me. 


“ My observer managed to get off a few bursts 
before he collapsed. 1 decided quickly that the 
combat was unequal and tried to withdraw, The’ 
Bristol Fighter was excessively strong and I had 
often dived with the engine full on and could always 
leave anything behind me in a dive. 

“TI did so on this occasion until, glancing at my 
planes, I saw several of my bracing wires streaming 
aft. They had evidently been shot away. I pulled 
out of the dive at 4,000 feet and, to my astonish- 
ment, found I was much further over the lines than 
I had thought at first. I now kept the plane’s nose 
down and kept up a steady 140 mile streak for home. 

“Soon I discovered a machine gaining on me from — 
above and behind. When I thought he was near 
enough, I turned and faced him. 

“We were now approaching nearer and nearer at 
a terrific pace, neither giving way on direction and 
neither firing until we were quite close together. I 
believe we both opened fire simultaneously. 

“My gun, after a few rounds, jammed—a No. 3 
stoppage, which usually took about three minutes 
to rectify in the air. 

“ He then tried to get on my tail or in a suitable 
position to hit me, while I decided to ram him with 
my undercarriage; but always he would manage to 
pass a few feet under me, looking up into my face. 
I often wonder if he divined my intentions, 

“T suppose his machine was just a few mules 
faster than mine, because I could not gain on him, 
and all the time he kept firing bursts into me. 1 
kept kicking the rudder, to alter my direction and 
confuse his aim. | 

“This went on for a while, arid I began to hope 
that he would run out of ammunition when, sud- 
denly, my observer, whom I had taken for dead, got 
up and started firing. 

“Tt’s hard to imagine my joy. I shouted and 
cheered the stout fellow. Half his arm was shot - 
away and he had been unconscious for some time 
and was weak from loss of blood, but he managed 
to crawl up to his gun and get off a burst. It was 
too much for him, however, for he sank back in a 
heap. 

“ My spirits dropped as quickly as they had risen, 
and a few moments later my adversary punctured — 
my other petrol tank. It was pressure fed, and, in 
spite of my efforts to pump up the pressure by hand, 


the engine gradually petered out and, before I knew 


what I was doing, I was on the ground. I pancaked 
from about five feet and stopped, with my wheels 
in a shell hole. 

“My observer and I parted eventually at Le 
Cateau, where he went to a hospital and I to a cell 
to be questioned by officers. We were generously 

offered a dish of likely looking horse meat and 
macaroni, but had it been pate de fore gras I am 
afraid we could not have eaten it at that moment.” 

Clutterbuck and Sparks have never met since their 
last day together in the air, although both of them 
live in England. 

Sparks is 37 years old now. He was a soldier be- 
fore the war, having purchased his discharge from 
the Royal Marine band in 1913 after five years’ 
service. He reénlisted in the Black Watch in 1915, 
and received his commission as a lieuténant in April 
of 1917 in the King’s Royal Rifle Corps, where he 
won his military cross. | 


ICHTHOFEN, on the following day, saw a 
German plane, dangerously disabled, dashing - 
down from a frightful height. English planes 

hung on its flanks and tail, trying to deliver the 
death blow. 

The ace and his comrades flew among them with 
a violent attack which drove them away from their 
intended victim. The plane continued its earth- 
ward glide, more or less out of control, and, while 


‘Manfred remained aloft and fought off pursuers, his 


re a were on the occupant of the disabled ma- 
chine. 

The pilot was his younger brother. Lothar’s plunge 
from a height of 12,000 feet to earth is described in 
the account written by himself. It reads, in part: 

“We had just arrived at the lines when we sighted 
a number of English planes. Each of us took one 
in hand. 

“ Dropping down, I attacked my opponent. Then, 
My machine was hit. Only too soon 
I found out what had happened. 

“ Originally I had had a triplane, but now it wae 
only a common biplane. A disgusting feeling to 
lose one-third of your lifting surface as high up as 
12,000 feet. I had to pull out of the fight and re- 
treat. . 

“ When I was still 500 feet up I suddenly noticed 


a high tension electric wire. It was too late to fly 


over it, and to duck and fly underneath it would 
have meant running into two wagon trains. As I 
did not intend to kill my own countrymen, there 
was nothing to do but try and make a curve. I 
tried, and .. .” 

That smash kept Lothar in the hospital a number 


_of weeks. It was the worst one he had during the 


war, which he survived with the rank of a first lieu- 
tenant and almost as many decorations as his 
brother. He was credited with bringing down forty 
British planes. 

In 1919 he married the Countess Doris von Keys- 
erling, the daughter of an old privy councillor to the 
kaiser. There was a daughter by the marriage, but 
trouble followed, and the romance of the gallant war 
bird ended in a separation | 

Three years later—on July 4, 1922—Lothar and a

manager, were flying from Hamburg to Berlin in an 
old war type plane.

One of the best examples of the jabot’s importance 
in «pring modes is Offered by the Martial et Armand 

at the extreme right of this page. In this 
black and white crépe de chine, so typical of what 
the French designers are now up to, we find the 
jabot being a heroine all over the place. First of 
all, it undertakes to supply most of the snowy scen- 
ery on the frock. For not only are both corsage and 
skirt draperies lined with white crépe de chine but 
they also are bordered by a narrow band of the 
gine white. Incidentally, it is Interesting to see 
how the suowy band of the irregular neckline merges 
ipto the hand of the jabot. 
. Ip the second place, these two jabots indicate 
how harmoniously this detail may work with other 
wimming ideas, for a great deal. of the smartness of 
this model depends on lines of faggoting, which, 
danting across the front of the corsage, work them- 
elves up into a fit of higher mathematics in the 
hack. Do not overlook the back view of this frock, 
for it shows you how the back of many a smart 
model may be entirely transformed by these in- 
tricate lines, be they faggoting, seams, bands, or 
what not. 

As to other features of the costume, there is the 
overshadowing fact that it is a combination of black 
and white, So many, many springs have we encoun- 
tered this phenomenon of the black frock walking a 
chalk line! Yet, has familiarity bred contempt? 
Far from it. Still we go in our same old black and 


white way, and it is safe to say that nothing is

Although so often the jabot is of the same mate- 
fal as the foundation there is a marked emphasis in 
more formal models to construe this detail in some 
contrasting fabric.

So much for the jabot situation. Now, how about 
some of the other trimming features that are going 
to make this spring utterly different from anything 
that has gone before?

matter of appliqued materials. From all indications, 


this is going to be a season when we attach all sorts 
of unreasonable materials to other materials and 
call it a fashion day. This is what one means. 


Take a simple little georgette frock accompanied, 
perhaps, by a coat in matching material.

The raglan sleeves are characteristic of many coats, this - 


spring, and the small, flat collar is another detail that is 
used by many Paris houses for such coats. The trimming 
of this model is very narrow bands that make a deep 
pointed yoke effect in front and back and that create the 
diagonal lines that move downward from the dosing in 
front to rounded curves in the back. Bands also indicate 
cufis on the sleeves. This coat may be wrapped around 


or it may be worn open, presenting an equally smart sil 


houette either way. 

Our second model shows the extremely short coat, acta- 
ally no more than a jacquette, which will probably repeat 
its tremendous success of last season as a late spring wrap. 
When worn, this coat is usually lightér in color than the 
frock it accompanies. In this case Germaine Lecomte has 
made the wrap of beige tusli-kasha, Rodier’s fabrie which 
looks like both tussor and kasha and which is made of silk 
and wool. Narrow pipings of black outline the seams and 
cuffs. 

The waist of the frock is also made of tusli-kasha in beige 
and it is the new surpliced waist that Paris adores, the sur- 
plice crossing being cutaway in effect, and the lines of the 
silhouette slightly moulded. Tiny tucks cover the body of 
this blouse, while black edged bands outline the Closing and 
neckline, the band on the left side of the neckline termim 
ating in a small plaited and black piped jabot that passes 
beneath the band of the surplice.

The circular capes at the sides extend to the hips and 
the inner coat part of the wrap is straight in line. This is 
gathered on to the deep shoulder yoke with flat shirring.

America.) 

This is the sizth article on model 
plane construction. Next week the 
construction of the famous outdoor 
twin pusher, the ship that holds 
the world’s record of 10 minutes 
and 1§ seconds, will be described. 

Boys who build these planes will 
be eligible for a tournament to be 
held in May, at which the Chicago 
champions will be selected to rep- 
resent Chicago in the national con- 
tests to be held at Detroit on June 
29 and 30 under direction of the 
National Aeronautical association. 


HOSE who built the indoor trac- 

tor airplane model described in 
THE TRIBUNE last week, accord- 
ing to direction, have a plane 
that flies smoothly and well. Possibly 
it has been able to fly two minutes or 
more. If so, all sorts of interesting 
stunts can be performed with the 
tractor. This article tells what to do 
and how. But if the tractor follows 
@ path resembling an ocean wave ora 
series of connected Zs, it should be 
improved until it behaves. Profit by 
experience and build another. 


There's something to be said for 
both plans. In rebuilding the tractor 
find out what was wrong with it in 
the first place. Maybe the motor stick 
was too heavy, maybe the wing spars 
Weren't well balanced, maybe the pro- 
peller was too thick or badly curved, 
or maybe the fin was set crooked. 
Any deviation from the standard will 
affeqt the flight of the tractor, and 
probably, with a little extra work, it 
can be converted into a first rate ship. 


Care Does the Trick. 


In rebuilding the ship or construct- 
ing a new one, get the parts down to 
size! Remember that the motor stick 
for the tractor is 15 inches long, % 
inch wide, and % inch deep. It can 
be tapered down at each end and it 
can be sandpapered to still smaller 
dimensions, but those given are best 
for beginners. Remember that the 
wing spars are 16 inches long, 3-32 
inich wide and 1-16 inch thick. Re- 
member that the blades of the propel- 
ler should be no more than 1-32 inch 
thick in the center and no more than 
1-64 inch thick at the tips. 

Above all, remember that care does 
the trick. A rough, uneven motor 
stick; a loosely constructed, flimsy 
wing; a crooked fin; a wavy elevator 
surface—such things don’t go toward 
making a model that will break rec-

The indoor endurance tractor, with very few changes, will fly as 
a pusher. Build a pusher propeller for it, as shown above, and fly 


the tractor, tail surface to the front. ) 


The tractor should rise slowly in 
large circles until it reaches a height 
of 50 feet or more, and it will then 
come down slowly to a perfect land- 
ing. Here are the things that can 
be done with a tractor like that: | 

It can be turned into a pusher that 
should fly from 60 to 75 seconds. 

It can be tried out for altitude as 
well as duration. 

Its speed can be determined and the 
distance it will travel. 

It can be made to loop the loop, 
turn in short circles or fly straight, 
or a landing gear can be built so it 
can rise from the ground. 

Turning the tractor into a pusher 
isn’t hard at all. Just move the wing 
toward the propeller, wind the propel- 
ler the other way, and launch the 
pusher with the tail to the front! 


Give 300 Turns. 


‘It may not fly perfectly the first 
time. If it climbs too rapidly, set the 
wing back toward the propeller; if it 
climbs too slowly, set it forward. Give 
the propeller at least 300 turns—to 
the left as you look toward the tail, 
remember—and the transformed indoor 
tractor will give the indoor pusher a 
contest! 3 

Of course, the propeller on the trac- 
tor can’t be expected to be as efficient 
Its blades are 
scooped out a little, so that the pro- 
peller will get a better hold on the 
air as the edge cuts its way throug. 
Naturally, when the propeller is wound 
up the other way, this ‘‘ camber” 
helps the air to slide off the blades— 
it’s a hindrance instead of a help. To 


make the tractor perform as well as 
a pusher, make a pusher propeller for 
it. 

The propeller for the transformed 
tractor should be carved from a block 
8 by 1 by % inches in size. Start by 
squaring and sanding the block on 
all sides. Draw diagonals on the sur- 
face that is 8 by 1 inches, as shown 
in A of the drawing. Draw similar 
diagonals on the opposite face, and 
then drill a hole at the -intersection 
by pushing a pin through the block. 


Carving the Block. 

Now carve the block along these 
diagonal lines until it resembles B. Be 
sure to leave the middle at least % 
inch thick, so the propeller won’t break 
while working on it. ; 

The next step is to curve the block 
to the shape indicated in C. Notice 
how the two lines at the end of the 
block are drawn—they are in opposite 
directions because they run from dif- 
ferent corners. These lines indicate 
the slight curve, or ‘“‘ camber,” given 
each blade. Get this curve with sand- 
paper, after carving a flat surface with 
a knife. The last step is to cut away 


the wood opposite the cambered sur-. 


faces until there are two blades, each 
about 1-16 inch thick. With fine sand- 
paper, finish the blades to 1-32 inch 
thick, except at the hub, where the 
hub, as in D, round off the ends and 
the propeller is finished. : 
Don't forget, when putting this 
pusher propeller on the transformed 
tractor, that it is a “right hand” 
propeller. That means that it must 
turn to the right to push the plane,

This Is the Second

HE Old English alphabet is 
doubtless the most popular ot 
all letters for embroidering, and 


an initial beautifully embroidered 
will give an air of distinction to any 
article. 

Initial letters should be first out- 
lined in a close running stitcn, then 
the spaces filled in with a chain or 
other padding stitch. Where a run- 
ning stitch is used, it should be longer 
on the upper side; and it should al- 
ways be heavier in the center than 
toward the edges, thus giving a curved 
and rounded surface when finished. 
The padding stitches must all be on 
the right side, having the stitches 


that come on the wrong side as small 
as possible so as to keep the wrong 
side fiat. 

The embroidering should be done in 
a frame, and the satin stitch is the 
one used—it is a simple over and 
over one, taken close together—always 
running at right angles to the pad 
ding, and taken as close together as 
can be without lapping. 

Use tracing paper to transfer the im- 
print of a letter to the material, and 
use a single strand of darning, cotton 
for the outline work. Choose a needle 
that will take the floss and darning 
cotton easily, and pull through the 
material without any effort. If the 
needle is too large the material wil! 
surely be injured. 

To make the embroidery good look- 
ing, the work must be evenly done. 
Haste is simply out of the question. 
The satin stitch used in this sort of

SN’T tt odd that a man may own a 

a forfy acre tract of land and, by 

planting apples on it, find that part 

of it is in one climate and part in 
another. 

When these trees have frown up 
and arrived at the time for bearing 
fruit, the farmer may find that those 
in one part of the orchard bloom ten 
Gays earlier in the spring than do 
those in another part. I have actually 
seen such an orchard, part in full 
bloom and part with never a flower. 


Careful study has shown that this is 
mot a matter of soil, but of climate. 
There may be climatic differences ina 
single orchard that are as marked as 
though one part of it was 500 miles 
farther north than the other. 

Part of such an orchard would run 
up the gentile slope of a hill The 
other would lie in the hollow. The 
trees on the hill would bloom earlier 


than the others. The climate there is - 


milder than it is in the hollow. 

There is a peculiar reason for this. 
The reason is that the trees on the hill- 
gide have “air drainage.” Those in 
the hollow have not. 

It te well known that cold at ts

heavier than warm air. The cold air 


that gets into a room in the winter. 


time settles to the floor. The warm air 
tends to rise to the ceiling. 

So with this orchard. The cold air 
of spring settles into the low places. 
The low parts of this two climate or- 
chard form a basin that holds cold air. 
There is no air drainage out of this 
basin. On the hillside there is a cir- 
culation of air. The air which these 
trees get is of warming spring qua!l- 


ity. The trees in the hollow are held 


know. 


back by the cold air held by the basin 
in which they dwell. Those on the 
hillside feel spring earlier. So there 
is a week or ten days’ difference in the 
time of blooming.

nearby hills. If they have air drain- 
age they may be just as Warm. But 
basins that hold the air as lakes hold 
Water are cold. 

Bodies of adjacent water, such as 
lakes, may have a warming effect on 
climate. Wher cold spells come that 
might otherwise injure fruit these 
bodies of water which are warmer than

To Get Flight Distance.

It is a fact often commented upon 
that nervous ailments have increased 
greatly in recent years.

There he has to obey, 
foo. He has to obey the leader of the 
nerd—he and all the rest of the ele- 


thers and mothers when it looks as 
though their power wobbled. 

“My children know whose word is 
law around here. I don’t stand any 
nonsense from them, I'll tell you,” is 
the attitude of many parents on the 
subject of obedience. 

What is the implication of such ex- 
pressions? It’s very simple. The par- 
ents are going to be boss. They are 
the ’masters. Being stronger phys- 
ically and financially, and being older, 
they can rule and revel in the exer- 
cise of authority. 

Often the people who expect the 
most absolute, the most militaristic 
sort of obedience, are the people who 
have failed in their other relations in 
life. Here is one place where they 
can lord it over another human being— 


step in control of themselves—the first 
step toward learning that invaluable 
lesson, self-control, without which we 
are slaves. 

As far as our end of it is concerned, 
I don’t see how we're going to do our 
best for our children without the use 
of obedience as an ally. Suppose we 
have fine ideas, high ideals, intelli- 
gence, reasonableness—how can we 
bring them to affect our children’s lives 
if we can’t control them? If we can’t 
obtain obedience from them, how can 
we put our plans into effect? How 


‘otherwise can we see that they eat 


the right food, have the right amount 
of rest, dress for the weather, show 
consideration for other people, acquire 
a few manners, unless we have their 
coéperation, if you think that word ex- 


S Obedience Is for the Children’s Good 


presses the relation better than obedi- 
ence? 

If at first glance it seems to us that 
some obedience may be for our benefit, 
if we follow back. practically all of the 
accepted ways in which we require 
it, we'll find that they reflect benefit 
on the child. If we expect him to pick 
up after himself, to run errands with- 
out grumbling, to do things the first 
time he is told, to go to bed without 
fussing and fuming, his gain is greater 
than ours. - 

I think many of us would be con- 
scious of a different quality in the con- 
trol of our children if we kept before 
us all the time that the aim of all 
obedience is—not the maintenance of 
our authority or the exercise of power 
—but the children’s good.

When Problems Arise. 

Of course, most of us are not so! 
tyrannical as this. But I think it is 
very easy in the stress of living, in| 
the complexities of everyday existence, 
to lose sight of the real reason for 
obedience. Especially is it difficult 
when things reach a climax—when 
children are hard to manage, when 
they become defiant or excitable or im- 


pudent. We get into the habit of ex- 
pecting them to obey us and when we i ir 
see our authority questioned we are ' 


quite apt to be incensed ai such re- 
bellion. 

Often our anger will rise, and then 
We are apt to think of nothing but 
ourselves. ‘‘Do you dare to disobey 
me?” shows no thought for the child 
—only for our own position of power 
—for the respect they owe us. 

The thing for us to realize and then 
to keep always in mind is that obedi- 
ence must not be required as a tribute 
to our authority. 


Two Great Needs. 


Provided always that we ere intelli- 
gent and reasonable, the obedience we 
expect from our children will help them 
to the two great necessities—the ability 
to adjust themselves to the world they 
live in, and the power of self-control. 

If they learn to live happily and 
peacefully in their own family, doing 
their share by work or thoughtfulness 
or unselfishness, without friction or 
discord, they have learned to live in 
one part of the world—their home— 
which is their chief world while they’re 
young. If they are taught to obey 
some one else they have taken the first

French seams may be used where 
the insets are set in, first stitching the 
pieces in place across the top. The 
dress may be hemmed across the bot- 
tom, or the hem allowance omitted and 
the skirt edge finished with a narrow 
bias binding. That. is a little dressier 
than a hem. The sleeves may be made 
long or short, the long ones being 
gathered at the wrists into narrow, 
fitted bands. 


The tie collar is exceptionally pretty 
and makes the best possible finish at 
the neck. The dress measures at the 
bottom, for size 36, about 2% yards. 

Pattern No. 2954 is an attractive 
design for a dress for growing girls. 
The raglan sleeves are both smart look- 
ing and comfortable, and the deep V 
neckline is finished with an attractive 
looking collar. The box plaits at either 
side of the front of. the skirt flare 
gracefully when in motion, and a nar- 
row belt covers the joining of the skirt 
and waist. This model is especially 
good for classroom wear, and is suit- 
able for novelty woolen, jersey, crépe 
de chine, English prints, printed pique, 
printed linen or, printed sateen. The 
dress is cut in duch a manner that it 
will launder well and the wash mate- 
rials suggested are both appropriate 
and smart. 

The hems are laid down the front 
of the dress after the waist and skirt 
are joined, and buttonholes made on 
the right front. If wash material is 
used it will be a good idea to buy 
good pearl shank buttons, and make 
eyelets to put the buttons through. 
These can be easily removed for laun- 
dering, and it makes ironing a much 
simpler thing. The sleeves may be 
long or short, and the belt may be 
made of the dress material, or one of 
the pretty kid belts can be used. 

Skirt and waist may be joined in a 
right side seam, turning the seam up 
towards the waist after stitching and 
covering with seam binding, stitching 
it on, on both edges. The dress is 
finished at the bottom with a hem. 

Pattern No. 2996 is a chic design 
Suitable for street or for afternoon 
wear. The back is cut in one piece 
and is quite straight. The fronts are 
rolled to form revers, and at a hip 
length there is an extension to the 
right front that gives it quite an indi- 
vidual air. Tie strings are made of the 
dress material, one being attached over 
the left underarm seam and the other 
underneath the right front extension. 
Perforations on the pattern show exact 
places to attach the sash ends. Feath- 
erweight tweed, crépe satin, flat silk 
crépe, angora jersey, crépe Roma, 
printed silk crépe and Canton faille 
crépe are interesting fabrics from 
which to choose.

NE of the several names for next 
Sunday, or mid-Lent, is Mother- 
ing Sunday. It is not, perhaps, 
so euphonious as Mi-caréme, but 

is accounted as a more free and pleas- 
ant name, and around it have centered 


the most interesting, perhaps, of the 


old customs or those of three or four 
hundred years ago, and we do not 
know how much farther back. By the 
way, another name is Refreshment 
Sunday, because in the old church days 
it was a feast day in the midst of a 
fast. 

No less a person than Arthur 
Machen, English writer of note, has 
an essay, “ On Simnel Cakes,” in which 
he says he has a vivid recollection of 


the manner in which the festival was 


observed in the west country of Eng- 
land fifty years ago. As a child the 
ritual appealed to him, and particu- 
larly the appearance of the country 
town on the Saturday before Mother- 
ing Sunday, which Saturday was mar- 
ket day. He was impressed by the 
appearance of the town, but more par 
ticularly by the aspect of the confec- 
tioners’ shops which, he says, were 
more gorgeous on that day than on the 
market day preceding Christmas. 

In his own words here is how he 
describes them: ‘“ They were full of 


| cakes, cakes for every purse, wonder- 


fully adorned with icing, white and 
pink; a truly delicious spectacle. For 
the custom of the country was that on 
the day following, Mothering Sunday, 
every child should present his mother 
with a cake. I believe that farm serv- 
ants, in especial, made a great point 
of this observance. Out of slender 
savings—five or six or seven pounds 
a year were their wages in those days 
—they would buy a cake and beg leave 
of absence from the farmer on the Sun- 
day, tramping, some of them, ten miles 
over the hills to the maternal cottage, 
there to make their offering and warm 
their hands at the old hearth before 
setting out again for the farm by deep 
lanes and black March woods. A 
friendly, kindly custom: one of the good 
observances that smoothed the rough 
places of life in the old days.” 


Arthur Machen’s SimneL 


Mr. Machen’s description of the 
Mothering Sunday cake confirms me 
in the belief that the recipe given be- 
low, which is one I took from a New 
Zealand cook book sent me by a reader 
there, is nearly the real thing. At 
any rate, it has the almond paste. 

‘‘ Now these kinds of cakes were, of 
course, Simnel cakes, though I do not 
recollect whether they were prepared 
according to the usual recipe which’so 
pleasantly puts a layer of almond paste 
not only outside the cake but in its 
very vitals. And, that everything 
should be pleasant about this mid-Lent 
festivity, some ingenious person was at 
the pains to invent an etymology for 
the word simnel, which is matchless 
in its absurdity. Simnel was just me- 
dieval English for a cake. It comes 
from the Latin, simila, which means 
the finest wheaten flour. Originally, I 


i suppose, the English word was ‘ sim- 


mel,’ this because ‘simnel,’ as ‘ panto- 
mime,’ becomes—on some lips—‘ panto- 
mine.’ ”’ 

Cakes with Almonds. 

One might not believe it until tried. 
but it is possible to grind blanched al- 
monds coarsely and then put them 
through a fine disk of the food chop.- 
per with sugar, and have the product 
something that would take the place 
of a combination of sugar flour in a 
sponge cake. If this does not seem 


like a reasonable statement, the fact’ 


is that when such a mixture is com- 
bined with eggs, in a sponge cake 
fashion, the product will taste like a 
sponge cake made of flour, sugar and 
eggs. only with a light almond flav- 
oring.. 

This fact seems worth mentioning, 
and even noteworthy, 
amateur cook is quite likely to get a 
rather soggy cake or candy when 
using ground almonds, because they 
contain over fifty-four per cent of fat. 
When they were pounded in a mortar 
as in the old cookery, various devices 
were used to keep them from oiling. 

One of the almond cake dainties that 
has survived the centuries is the maca- 
roon, but there are many other cakes 
which were quite as deserving when 
successfully made and which had just 
as large a proportion of ground al- 
mond madé up in these latter days 
into almond paste to save the cook 
time and trouble. This is probably 
never equal to the freshly prepared 
nuts. 

One care that must be exercised is 
in using a grinder. Some meat grind- 
ers cannot be trusted, especially when 
they pack, because whatever damp 
thing is being put through them will 
grow black or be blackened somewhat. 
If the meat chopper is well cared for 
and cleaned out by putting some dry 
bread crumbs through after it is used 
it may be all right. But of all the 
utensils that need prompt care after 
they are used a meat chopper leads. 
It should not be soaked and need not 
be ever if it is cleaned immediately 
after it is used.

| Pain de Géne. 

Many a dowager living in the city 
of Paris, France, on a small income 
counts the lovely scalloped pain de 
géne as about the finest thing she can 
offer her guest when she gives her 
afternoon tea, even though it be a 
little soggy. She buys it at a pastry 
shop. As for me, no utensi] I pur- 
chased in Europe has been so carefully 
treasured as the heavy little flat-bot- 
tomed tin with deep scallops and, as 
mentioned above, I have had made in 
it an almond cake that did not exactly 
justify itself because so nearly like a 


flour sponge cake though by the same) 


recipe that I got in a Paris cooking 
school, which cake was not iced but 
merely sprinkled with powdered sugar. 

The recipe in metric terms reads: 
One hundred and twenty-five grams of 
blanched almonds, one hundred and 
fifty grams of sugar, pounded together, 
three eggs, forty grams of sifted flour 
and lastly sixty grams of melted butter. 
Another ingredient was two table- 
spoons of kirsch for flavoring, but we 
have to get on without that. 


In our measures this recipe contains 
four and one-half ounces or not quite 
a cup of whole blanched almonds (the 
weight is the safer thing to go by in 
most cases, but particularly in a case 
like this), five ounces or a little less 
than three-fourths of a cup of sugar, 
one~-and one-half ounces of flour or 
about a third of a cup after one sifting, 
two ounces or a little more than one 
fourth of a cup of-melted butter. 


By the French method the almonds 
are pounded with the sugar. We put 
them through the coarse disk of the 
chopper, then mixed them with one- 
half the sugar and put them through 
a fine disk, and finally rubbed the mix- 
ture through a sieve. We used our 
own method with the eggs, beating the 
whites till stiff, folding the other half 
of the sugar into them, then the 
sugared almonds with a few drops of 
almond essence. Add two tablespoons 
of ice cold water to the yolks and beat 
till thick, then fold in the flour. Com- 
bine with folding thes. two mixtures 
and bake in the buttered pan with a 
paper on the bottom for about three- 
quarters of an hour at 325 degrees. 

The cake will mound in the middle 
when the batter gets hot through, but 
this will drop back to leaven when it 
is done. If baked in tiny paper cups 
this makes a wonderfully dainty bit. 
Put the cups in small muffin tins and 
fill them a little more than half full 
of the batter. Bake at the same tem- 
perature. 

This cake would be one for the 
diabetic, although any really hungry 
person—diabetics often are exaggerat- 


edly hungry, we have been told—might 


eat more of it than was good for them. 
Graham Cracker Cake. 


Layer cakes made of dry rye bread’ 


or graham crackers when put to- 
gether have a quality and flavor that 
seem to be appreciated in an almost 
ecstatic fashion. Some of the pack- 
ages of these crackers have perfectly 
good recipes on them, but some of 
them cal) for shredded cocoanut, which 
we do not consider as good as nuts, 

We can recommend the following 
recipe: One cup of sifted sugar, one- 
half cup of unsalted butter, twenty 
graham crackers, or practically six 
ounces when crumbled or one and two- 
thirds cups of the crumbs when rolled 
and put through a coarse sieve, two 
or three level teaspoons of baking 
powder, three eggs, three-fourths cup 
of milk, one-half cup of walnut meats 
cut fine. 

Cream the butter and mix the sugar 
into it, and work into them, alternate- 
ly with the milk, the cracker crumbs, 
into which the baking powder has 
been well mixed. Separate the eggs 
and heat ‘hem separately. The yolks 
may be added to the butter and sugar, 
or they may be folded into the whites 
and the two folded into the above mix-. 
ture. [A white can be spared.] Last- 
ly add the nuts. 

A Bread Cake. 

Because in old days home cooks 
bought a small portion of raised 
dough from the bakers and added 
sugar and spice and shortening to it, 
and because such old American cakes 
as that called election cake were made 
in this fashion, we recommend the 
following recipe, but we are now im 
clined to think that a rather stout 
sponge is better than the dough to 
use. At any rate, with a good sponge 
a wonderfully wholesome and moist 
seeming cake can be secured, good 
enough for a rather homely gift, and 
really much more likely. to be appre- 
ciated than some more elaborate and 
almost sickishly sweet sorts. One cup 
of bread sponge, one-fourth cup but- 
ter, one cup of sugar, two eggs, one 
cup of flour, one-half teaspoon of soda 
dissolved in one tablespoon of milk, 
one-half cup of raisins or other dried 
fruit, about a teaspoon of powdered 
spices. 

If the sponge instead of a dough is 
used, the raisins and spices will give 
this an old fashioned shade and qual- 
ity, with a pleasant moisture such as 
we do not often see. Cream the but- 
ter, add the sugar to it gradually. 
Work this and the floured raisins into 
the sponge with the beaten yolks. 
Fold the egg whites and the spices 
in last. The mixing and folding should 
be exceptionally complete, especially 
if the whole is more like a dough than 
a batter. Bake in a bread tin for one 
houm.in a 325 oven. You may bake 
this on a tin in a cottage loaf, if you 
use bread dough instead of a sponge. 
Our sponge was made with two and 
a fourth cups of flour to two cups of 
scalded milk, one-fourth yeast cake, 
and a teaspoon of salt. |

The Al Smith 
Question Mark 


| By Clifford Raymond. 

T will not have much import if Al Smith is nominated and 
defeated. That will mean that the voters whose decision 
controls the electoral college either by a majority or a 
plurality do not want Al Smith for President. They may 

not want him for one or any number of reasons, possibly 
merely because he is a Democrat. 

| Being a Democrat was sufficient to keep Davis, Cox, 
Parker, and Bryan (three times) from being President. It 
has been enough to keep all but two Democrats in 68 years 
from getting to the White House. 

It will not shatter precedent, astonish politics, or perplex 
the electorate if Al Smith is nominated and defeated.. The 
significance will be in the Democratic convention which does 
or does not nominate him and in the reasons which control. 
Gov. Smith's candidacy before the convention may ask if 
there are unwritten disqualifications in American citizenship. 
Defeat in the convention may answer it. The answer may 
imply, suggest, or confess ‘‘ yes.” 

It may be, in the opinion of politicians controlling the 
nominatioffs, that candidates are qualified or disqualified by 
their religious beliefs, and that the emotions of the voters 


have added an unwritten abridgment to a principle of their 
government and liberties. 

It may be in actual political procedure that faith or lack 
of faiths fits or unfits in the prevailing opinion of a nomi- 
inating convention. | 
true of the atheist. NO man could say to the American elec- 
torate that he was unaBle, with all respect for religious 
faiths, beliefs, and institutions, to bring himself to any faith 
or belief and be elected: President. In his unfaith he might 
even be passive and unhappy. He could not make his confes- 
sion and be elected. No convention would nominate him. 
Agnostics may have been in the White House, but they did 
not declare their lack of faith. They may have included 
Washington, Jefferson, and Jackson. There might have been 
greater possibilities of political success for an old style free 
thinker in Washington's day than now.- It was the time of 


Tom Paine and the French revolution. - However, Washing- - 


ton was a churchgoer. Jefferson was called an atheist by 
his enemies. Lincoln's religious experiences were not all 
orthodox. Jackson's acceptance of a creed was almost a 
death bed decision. | | 

Now the candidate goes to church, and no free thinking 
one would dare clear his conscience by a frank statement of 
his religious doubts, if he had any. He conforms to some 
faith. 

To this extent religion isa qualifying factor in the United 
States. It gets its validity from the instinct, conscience, and 
tradition of the people. But, to go further, is it probable 
that a major party would nominate a Jew, whatever his 
philanthropies, public service, purity of life, patriotism, in- 
telligence and public usefulness might be? The supposition 
is no. There has never been such a candidate before a na- 
tional convention. No such candidacy has been considered 
by the man or by the party. 


Al Smith is conceded to be the leading Democratic candi- 
date in the United States today. He may be outranked by a 


| half dozen men in the party for qualifications which might be 


important but which seem not to be, qualifications which 
pertain to mind and manner—by Bruce and Ritchie of Mary- 
land, Glass and Swanson of Virginia, Reed of Missouri, 
Walsh of Montana. Smith may be inferior to some in the 
mental dressing which is supposed to be required in states- 
manship, in the conception of doctrine and the application of 
it to the life, but he outranks them all in present day 
political requisites. He is a great executive in public office. 
He is a liberal, although Tammany raised. He % a wet, 
although striving to be constitutional and legal. He is a 

Although the ranking candidate, he might not be nom- 
inated because he opposes Volsteadism. That is a question 
of policy in which a party is expected to decide. If Smith 
were rejected as a wet, there would be no other signifi- 
cance than that the Democratic party did not hold against 
prohibition, whether for principle or for expediency. In 
either case the party would be proceeding according to ac- 
cepted ideas of proper :political action. The party is both 
wet and dry. The men who have nominating power in the 
north are for the most part against the Volstead act and 
are willing to declare themselves against it. That doesn’t 
work in the south, not owing to any difference in beverage 
tastes north and south but to other influences. One is the 
Negro. Another is the character of the religious control. 

Volstead is a real issue in the Democratic party, full of 
explosives, but the partisans may not be as irreconcilable as 
they seem. Smith is held responsible for the repeal of the 


York. enforcement act, but he declares his adherence 
to the federal act. His candidacy in the convention can be 


backed by the promise to give as strict enforcement ofthe 
law as could be expected of any Republican or of any dry 
Democrat. That the promise wouldn’t be believed, either 
by the drys or the wets, would be of no consequence if the 
Democratic politicians north and south: wanted to believe if

deal of evidence that they do. They think Smith offers the 
one possible chance of winning. And they want to win 
They have nothing but husks which were on the corn of the 
Wilson administration.

A dry Democratic candidate who produces a dry Repub- 
lican President makes prohibition a costly principle for south- 
ern politicians. They would like to believe that Al Smith 
could satisfy their people with his sincerity in pledging Vol-

If the southern party leaders tell the northern party 
leaders they cannot accept Smith because of the Volstead 
act, the northerners in the convention will not believe them. 
They are convinced that the south will vote for any Demo- 
cratic candidate. They do not believe the south will bolt a 
winner because he is opposed to the Volstead act. They will 
say that Al Smith is unacceptable to the south because of 
his religion and that they will not tolerate this declaration 
of ineligibility in the Democratic party. They might tell the 
south that if the party will not take Smith it might as weil 
nominate no one; it might as well recognize its incongruity 
as a party and divide into its consistent parts, one dry, asgri- 
cultural and committed to the doctrine of religious qualifica- 
tion, the other industrial, urban and insistent on constitu- 
tional qualifications. at | |

In considering a question which may challenge the 
theory of tolerance in the United States, it is fair to observe 
that for the most part religious qualifications have been as 
little considered in practice ag they are in law. New York 
has not made a point of Al Smith's church. Chicago elects 
a Catholic mayor and then a Protestant mayor. [Illinois 
elected a Catholic governor without giving the matter a 
thought. In spite of the Kluxers the general tendency of 
political action in the various units, even as large as states, 
ls to give this irrelevant political issue its proper avoidance. 
That is not a universal rule, but it wins more adherence 
chan it suffers fractures. 

Would the south vote for an eastern metropolitan wet 
Catholic candidate for President, nominated by a Democratic 
convention? The guess is yes. Possibly with protests, quivers 
and quakes. Possibly with false starts in the direction of 
the Republican party, but in the end, yes.

He tells you the story of old Sir Basil Winterton of 
Rooksfold House, come upon gouty and grouchy days in his 
sixties and suddenly concerned about the illegitimate progeny 
he has scattered over the world. . 

A lusty but honorable old stag is Sir Basil. He has taken 
good care of his mistresses, keeping them all these years 
properly card-indexed and provided for. Now he feels that he 
would like to have a look at his little—eh—his little improper 
relations. 

So Sir Basil sends his solicitor first to Kate Trent in Man- 
chester, and asks her to let Geoffrey, their son, visit the 
father he never has known. 

And then to the Signora Biana Credaro, whom he had 
met at the stage door of -La Scala, to ask her if she will 
permit little Maria, their daughter, to visit a papa who is 
really interested in her future. — 

And, finally, to look up the residence of Antoinette Flagg, 
one-time headliner in American vaudeville and so proud she 
would never accept help from Sir Basil, even after little 
Antoinette was born. ,

Sir Basil Meets His Family. 


Within a month the three Iittle illegitimates are gathered 
at Rooksfold, and agreed to give Sir Basil a chance to prove 
to them that he is worthy of being a father. 

Of course he thinks them all fine—Geoffrey an upstand- 
ing lad (and why shouldn't he be, considering his parentage”); 
and Maria a dainty little singer who is bound to be a great 
soprano, like her mother (which is natural; isn’t her father 
musical, too?) and Toni 

Well, Toni is more difficult. She has practically brought 
herself up on New York's East Side. She has a job as a 
telephone operator and is self-supporting and self-respecting. 
But she is also self-willed and outrageously slangy. Fresh, in 
fact. Thinks nothing of telling Sir Basil where he gets off 
and. when and why. But a likable minx. Stubborn, yes. 
(Wasn't her father?) But ever so lovable. 

Another month and the amusingly disrespectful offspring 
have Lord Fauntleroyed the old gentleman, put him back on 
his tennis and given him something worth growing young 
for. And then, for the sake of the drama, he must suffer a 
few of the minor tragedies of parenthood as well. 

Maria gets a job in an opera company and leaves hin. 
Geoffrey turns out to be the son of an army officer. Mother 
was only fooling Sir Basil about him. And Toni not only 
tries to smash herself up in an airplane, but finishes by 
marrying Sir Basil’s solicitor. 

‘You'll have to hand us this,” Toni tells her father when 
he reluctantly consents to her marriage; “it’s the only wed- 
ding we've ever had in this family.” 

The second act, full of bold and spicy intimacies and 
healthy laughs, is the play’s strength. June Walker plays 
Toni as well as Laurette Taylor played Peg, which I submit 
as high praise, and Geoffrey Kerr is the young solicitor. C. 
Aubrey Smith is the Sir Basil, Rex O'Malley and Adriana 
Dori the other kids. 


The Moralists Recoup. 

The most interesting drama of the week, as so often 
happens, occurred off-stage. I refer to the closing of the 
play, “ Maya,” by the police censors, which happened much 
as it was predicted it would last Sunday in these columns. 

Few of us have any use for censors of the drama, nor 
any faith in their methods as a cure. You cannot, as has 
been proved rather conclusively the last thousand decades, 
legislate an urge for decency into the minds of either morons, 
or so-styled intellectuals. Nor sweep such minds clean of an 
urge toward indecency by any other process than education. 

The self-appointed moralists of each generation merely 
pass the buck to their successors of the next generation in 
preference to accepting the responsibility of attempting a 
cure. Education is a slow process and evolution is slower. 
And moralists, impertinently assuming a divine prerogative, 
refuse to wait. 

But just the same I did have to chortle a bit at the  sur- 
prise this particular clamping down of a censorship gave 
the show folk and their managers. 

They have, as you know, been literally thumbing their 
noses at the lawmakers and would-be censors for years.

ENGLISH WITHOUT A DON’T 
POSSESSIVE WITH GERUND 


By Wallace Rice. 

OR more than a century grammarians stated that the 
possessive must never be used with verbs in “-ing ”; 
for the last fifty they have been stating that only the 
possessive shall be used; grammarians are like that 
Bishop Lowth in 1762 called the use of the possessive 
“particularly offensive.” Gould Brown in 1851 condemned 
“There is a possibility of some ignorant readers’ confound- 
ing the two,” and sums up “ Possessives before participles 


‘are seldom to be used.” 


George R. Carpenter’s Grammar (1906) says: “ The noun 
or pronoun must be in the possessive.” 

All this time the great writers were using cone or the 
other, as they preferred. They knew, at least, that “I am 
surprised at Smith playing’ and “I am surprised at Smith's 
playing’ do not mean the same thing. 

Fowler points out that “ Women having the vote reduces 
men’s political power” isn’t good English, while “ Women’s 
having the vote”’ makes it right. : 

J. Leslie Hall notes that “ Have you ever heard of this 
being done” can’t be made into “ this’s.” Yet, “ that’s being 
done” is not unusual. He further notes that intervening 
words make the possessive impossible, as in “ Have you heard 


‘of Smith, the carpenter, being injured; of Smith, of Tammany 


Hall, being killed; of Smith, who used to pitch, being hurt?” 

As a matter of common sense, the schoolmasters have 
been wrong in condemning either. Sometimes “I thought 
of him doing it” is best; sometimes “I thought of his doing 
it.’ Good writers use whichever they wish, knowing that 
the two do not always mean the same, as is plain.

R. JOLSON’S inserting himself into “A Night in 
Spain” classifies among what are known in New-.

Caruso, in one of his infrequent tours in recital, 
may have had that much income one or two weeks; and it is 
not improbable that John McCormack, or Chaliapin, or Galll- 
Curci, or Kreisler, or Paderewski may have had a personal 
net in that sum two or three times. But none of them took 
it from one city in a week.

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Raising Singers 


for Comic Opera 


By Figaro McGee. 

EADING that Grace Moore, a 
‘ pleasant and placid young so- 
prano who sang unimportant 
music nicely in the Chicago 
showing of the last issue of thé Music- 
Box Revue, had gone into the Metro- 
politan Opera, I've taken to wonder at 
the small crop of competent singers 
developed in what can justly be called 
a renaissance of operetta in the 
United States. As has been pointed 
out more than once by F. D. in THP 
TRIBUNE in the last twelve years, we 
stopped raising comic-opera singers 
back in the Mauve Decade, when that 
form of diversion lost its hold on pop- 
ular fancy, and was succeeded by what 
has ever since been called by the ab- 
surd name of ‘‘ musical comedy,’’ start- 
ing, perhaps, with the importation of 
the early London Gaiety samples, ‘‘A 
Gaiety Girl,” ‘“‘The Shop-Girl,” “An 

Artist’s Model,” and “ The Geisha.”’ 
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It wasn’t that any of those pieces 
was too successful here. Indeed, all 
save “ The Geisha’”’’ were abominably 
cast in this country with players who 
would have been regarded as merely 
fair in the English provinces, where 
ten dollars is still a great deal of sal- 
ary to the rank-and-file performers in 
Shakspere, in comedy, in farce, and in 
the song-and-dance shows. But the 
public here evinced a sudden weart- 
ness with old-line operetta, wherein 
the hero was always a tenor and the 
villain a baritone, the comedian had 
a ‘“‘topical song’’ with innumerable 
verses of doggerel, and the mise-en- 
scéne had to do, nine times in ten, 
with, Act I, courtyard of the Lion Inn 
and, Act II, grand ballroom in the 
ducal] palace. When the operetta ran 
into three acts, the favorite locale for 
that would be a grove by moonlight.

However, it was wellnigh always 
possible easily to cast such pieces with 
competent, able performers. Most of 
the low-comedians could sing the music 
falling to them. Indeed, of the first- 
flight comics of the "Eighties and ’Nine- 
ties, only Francis Wilson and James 
T. Powers were voiceless. De Wolf 
Hopper, Edwin Stevens, Digby Bel, 
Charles H. Drew, and Fred Leslie had 
good voices, and knew something 
about the art of singing. Tenors were 
scarce: that is, tenors who could sing, 
who could act passably, and who were 
not effeminate in speech. Johann 
Strauss, Von Suppé, and some of the 
other Continental composers wrote the 
lovers’ roles for sopranos, s80 scarce 
were adequate tenors. Look back, and 
you'll find that the “leading juve- 
nile’ of such Classics as “ Fatinitza,”

We've been importing operetta and 
making a stab at writing it with in- 
creasing energy ever since, in 1907, 
“The Merry Widow’ was a _ world- 
craze; yet, the problem of casting an 
operetta is not much easier today 
than it was twenty-one years ago in 
the case of Lehar’s masterpiece. The 
Shuberts, who have gone in heavily 
for operetta, seem forced to transfer 
their singers from one piece into an- 
other for New-York, sending seconds 
and thirds on tour. In the :natter of 
romantic rdles, but one outstanding 
performer has been developed—Dennis 
King; and he owes his eminence less to 
high qualities as a singer than tw 
his facility in fussing up a rdéle, as 
in ‘‘The Vagabond King,” so as to 
make it seem of vast dramatic im- 
portance. Here in Chicago this sea- 
son, Alexander Gray is come into pop- 
ularity in ‘‘ The Desert-Song,”’ al- 
though he has been an annual visitor 
for some seasons without, as we used 
to say, getting even a tumble from the 
populace. 


Vivienne Segal, according to F. D., 
is the most competent singer among 
all the young women recently heard 
here in operetta; but she is hardly a 
box-office riot. Apart from her, who 
else possesses what can justly be called 
an identity for the average theater- 
goer? If you amg®er Evelyn Herbert, 
I may reply that she is come into the 
operettas out of opera—that her train- 
ing had the Metropolitan and the Chi- 
cago Auditorium in mind. 

Certainly, nobody is come up to take 
the place Fritzi Scheff gained in “‘ Mile. 
Modiste’’ twenty-two years ago. No- 
body to hold the popular fancy as Lil- 
lian Russell did through three genera- 
tions of theater-goers. Nobody capa- 
ble as Pauline Hall, Marion Manola, 
Lilian Grubb, Fay Templeton, Marie 
Jansen were capable. Winthrop Ames, 
giving three of Gilbert and Sullivan’s 
pieces in revival, has a cast that con- 
tains not a name of especial meaning 
to theater-goers who haven’t yet seen 
his performances. 

We've been since 1907 raising sing- 
ers from operetta; but the crops have 
been slim and weedy.

INCE theater-building is a habit 
to which Chicago is little addict- 
ed, a brief, provincial enthusiasm 
may be condoned for A. G.

“Friendly Enemies,” the first play 
for the Woods Theater, comes from 
the titular Capital, with the plaudits 
of the President.

In drawling, 
in dropping the ends of sentences, 
there is supposed to be a sort of smart- 
ness. Just as one dare not wear his 
dinner-jacket too well, lest he betray 
the actor in him, so he must not treat 
his vowels and consonants too respect- 
fully, lest he betray the orator. Death, 
@ivorce, and all the soul’s dilations 
must be discussed on the ideal Anglo- 
Saxon stage in the same depressed, 
ehfilied, unobliging way as one talks of 
gotng over to pop a couple of grouse 
or to play bridge with the Dowager 
Duchess.—-Gilbert Gabrici in the New- 
York Evening Sun.

I don’t know just why it is that this 
feat of being among those present at 
a play’s maiden performance should be 
classed so high in desirable achieve- 
ments.

Maybe 
the play will be perfectly great; and

They 
applaud the entrances of even the most 
minor character; and, when the star 
appears, they do everything but a 
snake-dance in their ecstasies of wel- 
come. They laugh joyously at what 
can possibly be considered funny. A 
performance or a play need be far less 
than great to set them cheering the 
actor or shouting for the author. It 
makes no difference how many first- 
nights they have attended, how many 
disappointments they have suffered: 
each new opening finds them as hope- 
ful and excited as children at a Punch- 
and-Judy show.

Estimating Value... 

In estimating the strength of his 
hand, Mr. Work followed his own gen- 
eral rule for a third or fourth hand 
informatory double after partner has 
passed. For such double his require 
ments are at least six high cards that 
probably wi!) take tricks, distributed 
between at least three suits. This is 
one more high card than is required 
for a second hand double. Mr. Work’s 
hand contained six high cards in the 
ace and queen of spades, the ace and 
jack of hearts, and the king and jack 
of clubs. In addition there were valu- 
able intermediates in the 10 of clubs 
and the jack and 10 of diamonds. He 
could count the jack of hearts as a 
high card in his hand, sitting over a 
no trump, because it was accompanied 
by the ace and another heart. 

Mr. Whitehead, east, bid two hearts 
over Mr. Work’s double. Mr. Work’s 
double of Maj. Herman’s no trump 
did not relieve Mr. Whitehead of his 
obligation to show his partner any 
strong suit he might hold. 

Opening the second round of bid- 
ding, Mrs. Warren showed the high 
caliber of her game by bidding two 
spades en her five spades to the 9 
spot. Her partner’s double presuma- 
bly was made with the hope of a re- 
sponse in a major suit, manifestly a 
spade. Mr. Whitehead’s intervening 
bid relieved Mrs. Warren of the obli- 
gation to bid; but Mrs. Warren rightly 
considerect that with the king-queen 
of diamonds and five spades she had 
the strengfh to bid voluntarily. Mr. 
Work, her partner, could not have 
expected her to hold much strength 
after her initial pass and Maj. Her- 
man’s no trump bid, and yet Mr. 
Work had requested her to bid. She 


therefore had no hesitation in naming 
the spade suit. 


Three Hearts Bid. 

Maj. Herman bid three hearts. He 
realized that the strength lying over 
him in Mr. Work’s hand materially de- 
creased his own trick taking possibili- 
ties. Yet with three hearts and 
strong support for the bid were it not 
for his unfavorable position, Maj. Her- 
man felt called upon to give one assist 
to his partner’s free heart bid, as he 
knew that Mr. Whitehead would not 
have called a weak suit over an inter- 
vening double. 

Mr. Work bid three spades. All 
passed, and Mrs. Warren became de- 
clarer with her contract three spades. 

Maj. Herman opened the play by 
leading the 8 of hearts, his highest of 
three small cards of his partner’s suit. 
Dummy went down, and Mrs. Warren 
played from it the ace of hearts; Mr. 
Whitehead played the encouraging 9; 
and Mrs. Warren her singleton 6. 

Mrs. Warren noted the desirability 
of leading both trumps and clubs from 
her own hand through Maj. Herman’s 
strong holding. The question of en- 
tries in her own hand therefore be- 
came of paramount importance. She 
had two entries in the diamond suit 
and two more could be secured by 
heart ruffs. Four seemed sufficient 
for her purpose. Accordingly she pro- 
ceeded to establish her diamond en- 
tries by an unblocking lead of the 
jack of diamonds from dummy. Mr.

The correct play of this hand was so 
involved that the majority of players 
unquestionably would have muffed it. 
Mrs. Warren not only had to conduct 
the play so as to drive out two ad- 
verse aces, but she also had to provide 
entries in her own hand to take three 
finesses, and all of this in a manner 
that would involve the least risk.

Suetonius 
asked it 2,000 years ago and de- 
cided that i was, in Rome. Now I 
am asked it again from Kdlamazoo, 
Mich.

The ahawer is that civil marriage is 


a failure, for the most part—increas-; 


ingly so. The very fact that a civil 
marriage is contracted implies a 
thought in the minds of those who 
make that contract that they can dis- 
solve it if desired. That makes a bad 
start. I would like to see a set of sta- 
tistics prepared of the ‘continuity of 
Christian marriages. I also would 
like to seé what proportion of the 
divorces are obtained by those who 
have been married less than fifteen 
years. Not merely is it true that. the 
first hundred years are the worst, but 
the first fifteen years are worse than 
that. In so far as marriage seems to 
be increasingly a failure, it is due to 
the change in our thought from the 
welfare of the group—the family—to’ 
our own selfish ene:

ERLIN.—(#) — The rights of 
mothers-in-lgw do not stand so 
high as they might with the 
German federal Supreme court, 
the Reichsgericht. Wives have prece- 
~ dence over them in all family disputes, 
says the Reichsgerichtin repealing a 
number of decisions of the lower 
courts in which the wives were given 


the edge ovér their husbands’ mothers. 


The cases in point dealt with mar- 
ried couples maintaining a joint house- 
hold with the wife’s mother-in-law. In 
the ensuing disagreements between 
the two women friend husband invari- 
ably sided with his mother.
